The lead used 
upon Leadclad fencing is the same kind as the lead in a bullet. 

Lead caskets were used for burying the dead a thousand years 
ago, and these caskets today are found to be in a good state of 
preservation. 

There is no metal that will endure under ground as well as 
LEAD. 

That is why Leadclad Mesh Fencing is so well adapted to the 
peculiarly severe service of Fur Farming requirements. 

We especially recommend that Leadclad Fence Posts be used 
in connection with Leadclad Fencing, as the thick, dense coating 
of pure lead makes them almost indestructible.
